If a gun fails lofire when trigger is pulled, keep it pointed al target for at least SO seconds. Some^ 
times slow primer ignition will cause a "hang fire'’ and the cartiidge wiif go off after a short pause. 

Novar shoot al hard flaJ surfaces or water... bullets will ricoch&L 

When receiving a gun always open ihe actjoni and checK that rt's unloaded. 

Never pot your hand cvqr the muzzle oF a gun.
